To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  Welland,  in  Coun- 
cil Assembled : 

Your  Committee  on  Marsh  Lands  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report,  under  instructions  by  resolution  of  your  honorable 
Council,  passed  in  the  December  session  of  188 1,  as  follows  : — 

We  cannot  recommend  drainage  under  the  Acts  referred  to  in 
said  resolution. 

Your  committee,  however,  find  a  special  Act,  passed  in  1855, 
in  regard  to  drainage  of  County  lands,  and  saw  fit  to  assume  the 
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responsibility  of  obtaining  the  accompanying  opinion  )f  James 
Bethune,  Esq.,  of  Toronto,  in  reference  to  the  powers  possessed  by 
the  County  under  special  Act  referred  to,  which  opinion  they  here- 
with submit,  and  recommend  the  immediate  adoption  of  such 
vigorous  action  by  your  Council,  as  will  bring  about  the  most 
speedy  and  thorough  drainage  of  the  Marsh  Lands  Tract,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  said  special  Act  referred  to. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  full  power  be 
delegated  by  your  honorable  Council  to  the  Marsh  Lands  Com- 
mittee, to  take  immediate  action,  by  the  employment  of  a  compe- 
tent engineer,  to  take  levels  on  the  most  favorable  outlets  and 
drains  in  the  Townships  of  Crowland,  Humbe^stone  and  Wainfleet, 
make  estimates  of  cost,  prepare  plans  and  specifications,  prepara- 
tory to  the  passing  of  a  By-law  by  your  honorable  Council,  in  con- 
formity with  an  Act,  i8  Vic,  chap.  149,  sec.  6;  and  that  it  be  an 
instruction  to  the  engineer,  in  discharge  of  his  duty,  to  examine  all 
lots  and  parts  of  lots  in  his  judgment  likely  to  be  benefitted  by  the 
proposed  drainage,  numbering  each  lot  or  part  of  lot,  charging 
each  parcel  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  benefit  to  be  derived 
therefrom,  in  carrying  out  a  thorough  system  of  drainage. 

It  is,  however,  thought  advisable  to  dispose  of  the  Marsh 
Lands  for  cash,  providing  a  price  satisfactory  to  the  committee,  ac- 
companied by  proper  guarantees  as  to  drainage,  be  obtained. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  they  be  invested 
with  full  power  to  dispose  of  the  tract,  in  case  such  sufficient  offers 
for  cash  and  guarantees  as  to  drainage,  be  obtained.

YEAR    1881.

Sir,— 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  schools 
under  my  jurisdiction  for  the  year  1881  : — 

The  number  of  Public  Schoc  h  and  Departments  was 94 

Roman  Catholic  Separate  Schools i 

Total 95 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  during  the  year  was 5914 

Average  attendance 2519 

The  amount  paid  for  Teachers'  salaries  was $27,344  00 

Buildings  and  other  improvements,  Maps,  Fuel,  &c. .  . .     5,828  00 

Total  expenditure $33,172  00 

Or  for  each  pupil  enrolled  about $5  60 

The  highest  salary  paid  a  male  teacher  was $700  00 

The  lowest 275  00 

And  the  average  salary 395  00 

The  highest  salary  paid  a  female  teacher  was 325  00 

The  lowest 150  00 

And  the  average  salary 254 

Nearly  all  the  schools  have  been  kept  open  the  whole  year, 
and  in  a  large  proportion  of  them  the  teachers  have  not  been 
changed. 

Irregularity  of  attendance,  however,  still  prevails  to  a  large 
extent,  the  compulsory  law  which  gives  trustees  authority  to  appoint 
an  officer  to  call  delinquents  to  account,  has  not  as  yet  produced 
the  desired  effect. 

In  regard  to  acco.nimodations,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  improvements  continue  to  be  made.     Old  school  houses  con- 
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tinue  to  ^\\e  place  to  new  ones,  school  lots  to  be  enlarged  and 
improved,  and  the  schools  better  equipped  and  placed  upon  a  bet- 
ter footing. 

The  school  rooms,  as  a  rule,  are  kept  in  a  neat  and  orderly 
condition,  the  trustees  usually  making  provisions  for  sweeping, 
making  fires,  &c.  In  a  few  instances,  however,  more  frequent 
scrubbing  would  be  beneficial,  and  a  more  strict  supervision  over 
the  out-door  premises,  together  with  a  little  more  promptness  on 
the  part  of  trustees  in  making  necessary  repairs. 

The  order  and  discipline  maintained  throughout  the  schools 
have  generally  been  good.  In  a  number  of  them,  also,  a  higher 
state  of  proficiency  has  been  reached  than  public  schools  are 
usually  able  to  exhibit.  While  it  is  very  gratifying  to  find  schools 
doing  good  work  in  carefully  and  thoroughly  grounding  the  pupils 
in  the  first  four  classes  of  the  programme,  it  affords  still  further 
satisfaction  to  find  5th  and  6th  classes  manifesting  a  proficiency 
which  not  only  does  great  credit  to  the  school,  but  also  shows  to 
how  high  a  standard  of  scholarships  our  public  schools  can  attain. 

In  regard  to  the  County  Model  School,  the  accommodations 
are  the  same  as  reported  last  year.  The  teaching  staff  is  also  the 
same,  except  that  the  place  of  the  third  assistant,  who  held  a  3rd 
class  certificate,  is  supplied  by  a  teacher  hold  a  ist  old  Countv 
Board  certificate. 

The  programme  adopted  for  the  last  two  years,  and  which  was 
found  to  work  well,  was  again  adopted  this  year.  A  copy  of  it  was 
given  in  my  last  report. 

The  number  of  teachers  trained,  was  two.  At  the  end  of  the 
term  an  examination  was  held  in  accordance  wtth  the  regulations, 
md  was  partly  oral  and  partly  written.  The  candidates  were  also 
required  to  teach  classes  of  pupils  before  the  Board  of  Examiners. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  examination  both  candidates  were  awarded 
certificates. 

The  County  Model  School  has  now  been  discontinued  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  I  have  no  dorbt,  however,  that  under  the  new 
regulations  the  training  of  teachers  will  be  ^ore  thorough  than  it 
has  been  possible  to  make  it  up  to  the  present  time.     Nevertheless 
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the  Model  Schools,  under  the  former  regulations,  served  a  good 
purpose  in  initiating  the  training  of  third-class  teachers,  and  they 
have  prepared  the  way  for  carrying  out  a  more  complete  and  efifici- 
ent  training  system.

To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  fVelland,  in  Coun- 
cil Assembled  : 

Gentlemen, — 

I  addressed  you  last  year,  urging  you  to  petition  the  Ontario 
Legislature  to  do  away  with  the  second  selection  of  jurors,  as  being 
both  useless  and  expensive.  The  matter  was  discussed  in  the 
House,  and  a  strong  feeling  in  favor  of  its  abolition  was  shown,  but 
nothing  definite  was  done,  the  Ministry  saying  they  would  consider 
the  matter  before  the  next  session.  No  announcement  is  made 
that  anything  is  to  be  done  this  session.  The  Government  have,  I 
believe,  asked  the  opinion  of  the  judges,  sheriffs,  and  treasurers,  as 
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to  the  usefulness  of  this  selection.  As  all  these  are  permanent 
members  of  the  board  of  selectors,  receiving  from  the  county  $4 
per  day  for  this  work,  their  personal  interest  is  liable  to  bias  their 
judgment  Many  members  of  County  Councils  have  been  War- 
dens, and  attended  this  selection.  They  know  the  utter  useless- 
ness  of  the  work  done  there,  and  know  that  the  local  selectors, 
(the  Reeve,  Assessor  and  Clerk),  have  far  more  knowledge  of  the 
fitness  of  the  men  in  their  own  municipalities  than  these  officials 
in  the  County  Town. 

Reforms  of  this  kind  can  only  be  effected  by  repeated  repre- 
sentations of  the  Councils  who  have  to  pay  the  unnecessary  cost, 
and  I  would  urge  you  again  to  forward  another  petition  to  your 
local  representative,  asking  the  Legislature  to  abolish  the  second 
selection,  and  ballot  for  the  different  pannels  directly  from  the  lists 
returned  by  the  local  selectors.

The  County  Council  of  this  County,  at  their  session  in  De- 
cember, adopted  a  resolution  for  a  thorough  system  of  drainage  of 
the  County  lands,  known  as  the  "  Great  Cranberry  Marsh." 

The  carrying  out  of  this  resolution  will  involve  a  large  expend- 
iture, and  the  Council,  desiring  to  be  assured  as  to  what  their 
powers  are  under  the  Statutes  cited  below,  have  instructed  me  to 
procure  your  opinion  with  respect  to  them.

Has  the  Council  power  to  pass  a  by-law  or  by-laws,  for  the 
purpose  of  the  complete  and  thorough  drainage  of  the  lands  men- 
tioned in  these  Acts  ? 

Can  the  Council  issue  debentures  and  raise  money  for  the 
purpose  of  such  drainage  ? 

Are  all  the  lands  benefitted  by  the  drainage  subject  to  assess- 
ment for  that  purpose  ? 

Are  all  the  lands  in  the  township  named  subject  to  such  assess- 1 
ment,  if  the  Council  desire  to  make  it  ? 

If  any  legal  objection  occurs  to  you,  as  to  the  powers  of  the  I 
Council  under  these  Acts,  or  any  reason  why  the  Council  should  j 
not  proceed  to  carry  out  their  resolution,  be  pleased  to  state  it

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I  have  perused  the  foregoing  statement  of  case,  and  the 
Statutes  referred  to  in  it,  as  well  as  the  provisions  of  the  municipal 
law,  which  seem  to  me  cognate  to  these  Statutes. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  has  power  to  pass  a  by- 
law for  the  purpose  of  the  complete  and  thorough  drainage  of  the 
lands  mentioned  in  the  Statutes  referred  to  in  the  case. 

The  Statutes,  i8  Vic,  chap.  149,  sec. 6,  gives  power  to  the 
Municipal  Council  of  Welland  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  drain- 
age of  the  Marsh  Lands  in  the  Townships  of  Crowland,  Humber- 
stone  and  Wainfleet,  as  well  as  the  back  ditches  of  the  Welland 
Canal  and  the  Welland  Canal  Feeder,  by  an  assessment  or  assess- 
ments upon  the  rateable  property  in  such  Townships  generally,  or 
such  parts  thereof  as  shall  be  most  benefitted  by  such  works. 

I  have  no  doubt  these  Acts  specifically  referred  to  in  the  case 
are  still  in  force,  and  that  all  the  powers  mentioned  in  the  Acts  can 
still  be  exercised  by  the  County  Council  of  Welland. 

Sec.  454  of  the  Municipal  Act,  S.  S.  15,  clearly  recognizes  the 
execution  of  such  a  power  by  the  County  Council  as  within  the 
scope  of  the  Municipal  Act. 

1  think  the  corporation  of  Welland  can  issue  debentures, 
within  the  limitations  contained  in  sections  333  and  334  of  the 
Municipal  Act,  as  amended  by  44  Vic,  chap.  24,  sections  6  and  7. 

Of  i-ourse,  if  the  Council  desire  to  borrow  more  than 
$20,000  in  any  one  year,  the  by-law  would  have  to  be  submitted 
to  the  electorate.  Assuming,  however,  forthe  present,  that  themoney 
to  be  borrowed  is  within  this  limit,  I  see  no  objection  whatever  to 
it  being  borrowed  upon  debentures,  under  the  sections  just  re- 
ferred to. 

1  think  that  the  assessments  may  be  imposed  upon  the  whole 
01  the  townships  generally,  or  on  particular  parts  of  townships,  but 
in  the  latter  event  the  by-law  ought  to  specify  the  particular  lots 
which  are  proposed  to  be  affected  by  it. 
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If  the  Council  borrow  money  under  these  debentures  it  will 
of  course  be  necessary  to  register  the  by-laws  under  44  Vic,  Chap, 
24,  Sec.  28. 

1  do  not  think  that  any  of  the  special  provisions  as  to  publica- 
tion of  drainage  by-laws,  or  appeals  to  courts  of  revision  from  them 
and  the  like,  have  any  application  to  the  special  power  to  be  exe 
cjited  under  the  statutes  referred  to  in  the  case.
